For this reason, starting at 
the number 20 we will start jumping by intervals of 10 (so, 20, 30, 40, 
etc). This is because the same pattern repeats. For example, 3 in 
French is Trois, and 20 is Vingt. So if you want to say 23 you would 
say vingt-trois. And the same is true for 33, trente-trois. Okay, let's 
start. (Allons-y!!)

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Introduction 


Welcome to French verbs for Beginners: Everyday useful 
verbs to improve your French! Thank you for trying this book, and we 
wish you the best of luck on your journey to learning the beautiful 
language that is French. 


Each chapter will teach you useful French verbs you need to 
get started with speaking, reading, and writing in French. At the 
beginning of each chapter there will be a mini introduction explaining 
where these verbs are used, as well as any special cases or rules 
about that verb. 


First, the verb will be said in English, then in French, followed 
by a pause. It is extremely important that you try repeating the 
French verb out loud during this pause so that you can get some 
practice! After learning how to conjugate that verb depending on who 
is the subject (I, you, they, etc.) we will go over some example 
questions in French. Once again, | encourage you to repeat the 
entire sentence in French to get more familiar with the verbs. For 
each verb we teach, we will show you how to use it in the present, 
past, and future. That way you can comfortably talk in any situation. 


Here are the verb tenses we will cover in this book to get you 
started: 

Indicatif Présent: This is used to express what you are 
doing in the present tense, and also to ask questions. For example: 


“Je vais au marché”, “ | am going to the market.” In this case je vais, 
| am going, is the indicatif présent form of the verb aller. 


Imparfait: This verb tense is used when speaking about the 
past. Well, that's not quite the whole story. Infact, there are two main 
past tenses used in French: L'imparfait and le passé composé. 


However, since this is a beginner’s book on French verbs, 
and l'imparfait is used more commonly when speaking (le passé 
compose is found more when writing), we decided to keep it to 
l'imparfait to start you off with. Don’t worry, this will not hinder you 
when speaking French! And we will cover le passé composé in our 
intermediate book. 


Ok, with all of that out of the way, here is an example of the 
past tense l'imparfait: j'allais au marcher. | went to the market. 
j'allais, | went, is ’imparfait, the past tense of the verb aller. 


Futur simple: This tense is used when you are speaking 
about the future. For example: J'irai au marché demain. | will go to 
the market tomorrow. J'irai, | will go, is le Futur Simple, the future 
tense of the verb aller. 


| Know this seems pretty confusing now, but don’t worry about 
it! By the time you get through this book, you will be able to use 
French verbs like a pro. We will go over all of the important verbs 
tense by tense, and soon enough you will start seeing the pattern. It 
just takes a little practice at first but | promise you, you will get it 
easily after that! 


Like we mentioned before, with these three verb tenses you 
will be able to start speaking confidently in French. There are many 
other verb tenses for different specific situations, but as a beginner, it 
is important to focus on these three at first, since they can be used in 
most situations, and will give you confidence to go out there and 
start practicing. 


Finally, whenever you hear me say “allons-y” this means 
“Let’s start” or “let’s go” in French. Please do not forget to repeat 
after me when learning these French verbs. | promise it will help your 
memorization and pronunciation to actively practice along with me. | 


will make sure to leave some space after saying the French verbs so 
you don’t need to worry about missing the next word while you 
practice. Okay enough talk, let’s get started, allons-y! 


Avoir, TO Have (Present Tense) 


Avoir is a very important verb to learn and that is why it is first 
on our list! In fact, it is one of two special French verbs, the other 
being étre, which we will learn next chapter. The reason avoir is 
important is because it is both a main verb (meaning to have) and is 
used as an auxiliary verb to form the compound verb tenses. 


However, don’t worry too much about that now since this is a 
beginners book and that is beyond the scope of this introductory 
lesson. All you need to do now is make sure you get comfortable 
with the different conjugations of avoir and to make sure you 
memorize this verb in particular. With that being said, let’s jump right 
in So you can start learning your first French verb, avoir! Allons-y! 


| Have = J'ai 

You Have = Tu as 

He (she) has = Il a (elle a) 

We Have = Nous avons 

You (plural/formal) = Vous avez 

They Have (gendered) = Ils ont (masculine) elles ont (feminin) 


Okay great, let’s try practicing with some examples in the 
order of how we learned them. First up: Present tense of avoir, | 
have, J’ai. Remember to repeat these phrases out loud throughout 
these examples, let’s try it, J’ai. 


Let's try saying, | have a pen. J'ai un stylo. You try, J'ai un 
stylo. Nice job! Pretty easy right? Don’t worry, at first we will use very 


simple sentences so you can focus on learning the verb, but we will 
use longer sentences later on after you get the hang of it. 


Now let’s try another easy example: You have a book. Tu as 

un livre. Try saying it, Tu as un livre. 

Okay, next let's try: He has a red apple. Il a une pomme 
rouge. Your turn: Il a une pomme rouge. 

Now try: We have a lot of food. Nous avons beaucoup de 
nourriture. Try! Nous avons beaucoup de nourriture. 

Next is: You guys have a lot of toys. Vous avez beaucoup de 
jouets. Try it! Vous avez beaucoup de jouets. 

Okay last one for Avoir in the present tense: They have a lot 
of homework. Ils ont beaucoup de devoirs. Say it out loud! Ils ont 
beaucoup de devoirs. 


Okay great, let’s practice the verb conjugations one more time 
before moving on to the past tense! What is the French word for To 
Have? Avoir. Great, now repeat after me. 


| have = J'ai 

You have = Tu as 

He (she) has = Il a (elle a) 

We have = Nous avons 

You have (plural/formal) = Vous avez 

They have (gendered) = Ils ont (masculine) elles ont (Feminin) 


Avoir, To Have (Past Tense) 


Okay now it's time to learn about the past tense, l'imparfait, of 
to have (avoir). Don’t forget to repeat after me when | say a French 
verb, it is very important for you to practice out loud so you can 
increase your memory retention. Okay with that out of the way, let’s 
learn how to speak about past events using “avoir”, allons-y! 


| had = J’avais 

You had = Tu avais 

He (she) had = II avait (elle avait) 

We had = Nous avions 

You had(plural/formal) = Vous aviez 

They had (gendered) = Ils avaient (masculine) elles avaient 
(Feminin) 


Practice time! First up: Past tense of Avoir, | have, J’avais. 
Remember to repeat these phrases out loud throughout these 
examples, let's try it, J'avais. 


Okay, let's start with an easy one. | had eaten too much. J'avais trop 
mangé. J'avais trop mangé. 

Next up: You had one glass of wine. Tu avais une tasse de vin. Tu 
avais une tasse de vin. 

Now let's try: She had all day to finish her work. Elle avait toute la 
journée pour finir son travail. Elle avait toute la journée pour finir son 
travail. 

Next one: We had a lot of fun. Nous avons eu beaucoup de plaisir. 
Nous avons eu beaucoup de plaisir. 

Now let’s try: You guys have all of the fun. Vous aviez tout le plaisir. 
Vous aviez tout le plaisir. 

Last one! They had a fun vacation. Ils avaient des vacances 
amusantes. Ils avaient des vacances amusantes. 


Okay great, let’s practice the verb conjugations one more 
time before moving on. What is the French verb for “To Have”? Avoir. 
Great, now repeat after me. 


| had = J’avais 

You had = Tu avais 

He (she) had = Il avait (elle avait) 

We had = Nous avions 

You had(plural) = Vous aviez 

They had (gendered) = Ils avaient (elles avaient) 


Avoir, To Have (Future Tense) 


Alright, let's move on to the future tense, so that way you can 
tell people what you will do in the future! Remember, the future tense 
we learn in this beginners book is called “le futur simple”. Okay with 
that out of the way, let’s start learning the future tense of to have ( 
avoir ), allons-y! 


| will have = J’aurai 

You will have = Tu auras 

He (she) will have = II aura (elle aura) 

We will have = Nous aurons 

You will have (plural/formal) = Vous aurez 

They will have (gendered) = Ils auront (masculine) elles auront 
(Feminin) 


Practice time! First up: Future tense of Avoir, | will have, J’aurai. 
Remember to repeat these phrases out loud throughout these 
examples, let's try it, J’aurai. 


Let's start with: | will have a party. J'aurai une fête. J'aurai une fête. 
Next up: You will have a fun trip. Tu auras de bonnes vacances. Tu 
auras de bonnes vacances. 

Now let's try: He will have time off. Il aura du temps libre. Il aura du 
temps libre. 

Great job so far, here’s another example: We will have extra food. 
Nous aurons de la nourriture supplémentaire. Nous aurons de la 
nourriture supplémentaire. 

Here’s another one: You will all have free coffee. Vous aurez du café 
gratuit. Vous aurez du café gratuit 

Last one! They will have delicious food. Ils auront de la nourriture 
délicieuse. Ils auront de la nourriture délicieuse. 


Okay great, let's practice the verb conjugations one more 
time before moving on. What is the French verb for “To Have”? Avoir. 
Great, now repeat after me.

Etre, To Be (Present Tense) 


Now that you have learned the verb “avoir”, it is important to 
learn another special French verb. That verb is être, to be. Etre is 
equally important to “ avoir ” because this is the other verb used in 
french as both a main verb and an auxiliary verb. 


Once again, don’t worry about that too much right now 
because that is more advanced and beyond the scope of this book. 
Just keep in mind once again that this verb is important, and that you 
should take special care to memorize this verb in particular. With that 
being said, let’s jump right in so you can start learning your second 
French verb, étre! Allons-y!
